Squeegee kids! 

under attack 

On J»n-3!, Ihe provincial government implctDcaied the Safe 
Strecu Act, which is Allomey-Genera! Jim Flaherty’s anempl 
to rid Ontario of its so-called squeegee kid prohlcm, 

The Safe Streets Act bans squeegee kids from roadways and 
prohibits panhandling aggressively on sidewalks and enclaves 
such as bank machine kiosks. 

Disposing of syringes and used condoms in public places is 
also prt^ibiled under the new legislalJon. 

First-lime oITendcrs can be Fined up to S500, while second- 
lime offenders can be lined up to SI, 000 or face six months in 

' Flaherty launched the Safe StresU Act Nov. 2 under much 
opposition from anti-poverty activist groups. 

Flaherty, responding to activists' flack, was quoted in I 
Toronto Star Nov. 3 as saying, "Ontarians have the ri^l 
walk down the sircel, drive on 4e roads and enjoy public I 

places without feeling intimidatecL" \ 

While squeegee kids may bother some people, the reality is ] 
they are hying to make money to survive. 

Saroh Vance, an organizer with the Ontario Coalition Against 
Poverty, said she doesn't see sque^ee kids as a problem, 
because they are trying to enm a living. 

"It shows what Itind of poverty exists in this country," she 

•niose who are adamant about ridding cities of squeegee kids 
should be giving them options to get them oS the streets. 
Instead of limiting their resources. 

The Safe Sireeus Act is merely replacing one problem with 
another, by foccing squeegee kids to find other means of sur- 
vival, which could result in more crime. 

Vance said the government should be helping people get off 
the streets, indead of prohibiting them from trying to survive 

A greater emphasis should be put on creating a more viable 


Social assistance applicants over the age of IS need 
address in trder to establish a residence fnr their application to 
be processed, accccding to Sharon Martin, a social worker with 
Waterloo Region social services. i 

While applicants can use a friend or relative's address, many 
people don't have that option and. for those people, this creates 

You need an address to get soda] assistance, hul you need the 
money from social assi.stance to get an address. 

Even if an applicant is successful iu obtaining social assis- 
tance, the most money they can get in imonlh is approximate- 
ly S500. which is barely enough to rent an apaitment, let alone 
pay bills and buy groceries. 

And temporary bousing, such as shelters, is anolber problem. 
While there are hmneless shelters in almost every city, the 
conditions within some can he appalling and iherc is a general 
lock of space in them, Vance said. 

The government should concentrate their efforts on creating 
more employment opportunities and affordahie housing, she 

‘TTw government should be poviding some stability, so peo- 
ple aren't .scrounging to survive," she said. 

The issue of squeegee kids bdng a problem is a^uable 
But since the govcrmuenl has deemed them to be a problem, 
ii should work on solving it in an efficient manner by giving 
squeegee kids options instead of limiting them.
